Zanesville Han Charged 


Witb Attempt to 


Poison Family 


ARSENIC IN THE COFFEE 


Dose Was too Large and Four 


People Who Drank Beverage 


Were Saved. 


Zanesville, O , July 2C.—As a re- 


sult of a quiet investigation "by Uroj- 
eculor Ribble ot the poisoning in the 
A. T. Elliott family, Cemetery drive1, 
July (J, Carl Ramsey. K2, a painter 
and paper hanger of this city, and a 
former boarder in the Elliott family, 
was arrested at f>'15 o'clock Tues- 
day afternoon at his boarding house 
on West Knd 
avenue by Deputy 


Sheriff Theodore Roll. 
He is now 


lodged in the county jail to await a 
lieaiing on the charge of adminis- 
tering poison by placing arsenic i'i 
coffee with intent to kill A. T. El- 
liott. 


The poisoning trial will be mos,t 


sensational as evidence will be intro- 
duced which will attempt to show 
that Ramsey was actuated by a spirit 
of revenge after having been lepri- 
mamled for being drunk at various 
times. The testimony is also expect- 
ed to show that Mr. and Mrs. Elliott 
and Mr. and Mrs. Charles McColil, 
their relatives were made violentl> 
ill by the poisoned coffee; that the 
clnMren, wlio did not drink any cof- 
lee were not affected, and that Ram- 
sey, who usually drank Irom two to 
four cups of coffee at every meal, re- 
fused to partake of any on the even- 
ing of the affair. 


Ramsey declined to say anything 


to the deputy sheriff when he was 
arrested, except that he would go 
along willingly. At the jail last eve- 
ning in an interview with a Times- 
Recorder leporter Ramsey said

PRESIDENT SIGNS THE 


RECIPROCITY MEASURE 


Washington, July 2G.—President 


Taft this afternoon signed the Can- 
adian reciprocity agreement. 


Just when the Canadian reciproc- 


ity aKicement will become opei alive 
now that it has been finally ratified 
Into law by Coiigiesa and President 
Taft, was a question upon which 
theie was a division of opinion with 
authorities here today. 


As agreed to, the measure contains 


two sections. 
The lirst sets forth 


the full dutiable and free list arti- 
cles to be sent under the terms of 
the bill Irom this country to Canada, 
and the dutiable and tree lists ot ar- 
ticles sent from the Dominion to the 
Lulled States. 


The second 
section 
provides fc_r 


free entry into the United States 
from Canadian provinces that do nt/t 
enforce any export or other restric- 
lons, on shipments to the United- 
States of wood pulp, newspiint and 
>ther paper and paper board manu- 
actured mainly of wood pulp and 
'alued at not moie than four cents a 
)ound.

INCIDENF REVEALS HERO 


Newspaper Reporter Faced Deadly 


Rifle and Grappled With 


the Lunatic. 


Chicago, 111., July 26.—One man, 


armed with an army rifle, yesterday 
converted the heart of the loop dis- 
trict into a congested section of Wild 
west, in which a surging mob of 25,- 
000 men and women fought to es~ 
cape a rain of bullets. 


By a chain of 
fortunate 
circum- 


stances but eight persons were struck 
by the insane sharpshooter. But the 
combination of emotions provoked 
by the lone rifleman was sufficient to 
Satisfy the average human 
being's 


thirst for thrills for a lifetime 


Among the Injured are- 
William Kraft, 17 year old, 
Lin- 


coln street; shot in leg. 


I. C. Hunt, 30 years old; shot In 


right leg; bone splintered; amputa- 
tion necessary. 


J. E. Darling, shot through palm 
of left hand. 


The injured were 
rushed to Iro- 


quois Hospital, a mounted policeman 
taking Kraft on his horse. The oth- 
ers were sent in ambulances. 


N. Husian, a Hindu, 
who once 


served in the British army in India., 
was the raider who had planned to 
kill everybody who appeared within 
his range of vision. 


Stationing himself at the main «O- 


trance of the Chicago opera houm, it 
3 o'clock in the afternoon, he Httei 
his rifle to his shoulder and picked 
off his first victim,-a boy of 
17 
years. 


Then, while the echoes of the dis- 


charge were reverberating 
through 


the canyons of the loop, a 
dense 


throng of men and women sprang up 
as if by magic. 
Into this crowd four 


more shots were fired in quick suc- 
cession. 


That the Hindu was a dangerous 


fanatic was evident from an examin- 
ation of his belongings a few mo- 
ments after he finally was overpow- 
eied. In one pocket vvas an incoher- 
ent but threatening letter addressed 
to President Taft.
